"CaSnADA PACmC TERMINTJS. 



British Oolumbift papers (says the Ot- 
tayro. B-ee Press) ore discUBBing the sub- 
ject of the ivesteru tormiausof thQ Oanaila 
Puoiflo Railway, from a military stand- 
point. It appears that U. B. Geuoral 
Sherman has recently visited Puget Souud 
to inspect the site of fortifications survey- 
ed and selected on San Juan, Lopez anil 
Fidalgo Islands by General Micblor of 
the U. S. army, and whiah wore left in 
nbeyanoo pending the decision respecting 
the possesaiou of San Juan. As to the 
result of his visit the Bntish Oolmist says 
"Gen. Sherman landed at all the islands 
and was particularly impressed with the 
excellent seieotion of the aite of the old 
English camp for fortifloationa. From 
this Bite the Oanal DeHaro 'passage may 
be swept by a shore battery and commu- 
nication with the Mainland complotoly 
blocked at any time. If the Western ter- 
minus of the Canadian railway were fixed 
at Bnrrard Inlet a single buttery erected 
on Lopez Island would command Rosario 
straits and a spoody end would bo put to 
Canadian commorce iu tlio Paoifio skould 
hostilities botwoon Great Britain audHlie 
United States over occur. It is rumored 
that the Americnu Government await the 
report of General Sherman before com- 
mencing work on these fortifloationa, and 
that au appropriation for the purpose will 
Toe asked from dobgress at its next' ' ses- 
Bion." Tliese faots(continues our Ottawa 
contemporary) while they renew the 
regret which Canada must feol at the de- 
plorable policy whicli let this most im- 

Eortant slrategetic position fall into the 
ands of the Americans, also presents a 
new and serious consideration iu counec 
tion with tlie vexed question of the Cana- 
da Pacific Ilailway. That the military a*: 
pect of the case is looked upon as of con- 
sidorablo imyortiinee may be gathered 
from the fact recently announced iu our 
oolumnB, that the British Naval Com- 
mander at Victoria Station was making an 
examination of tiie coast with a view to 
report to the Imperial Government upon 
the comparDtivo military merits of the 
various possible localities for the railway 
terminus. The fact thows that the Im- 
perial Government take uo little iutorest 
in this aspect of the railway question, aud 
it is only to be regretted that that interest 
was not manifested at an early date, in 
time to have prevented the key of the 
whole position. Ban Juan, from falling 
into the hands of the Americans. 

THE CHINESE IN ttlTEENSLAND. 

Ths Quoen8lande?a-Iiaye.v'.oftrriedw tliwr 
point. The Imperial 'Government have 
"conceded their right to "differentially'* 
tax Chinese immigrants — a riaht hitherto 

denied the colonies. This is an import- 
ant concession. It is in direct violation 
of one of the terms of Britain's treaty 
with China, which accords to the sub- 
jects of each Government the privilege of 
access to the respective countries on 
the same footing as tho citizens of 
other nations. It is a notorious 
fact that tho Chinese have consist- 
ently violated this treaty— shortening 
by a head any luckless foreigner who 
might be caught in the interior of th« 
Flowery Kingdom. Attempts without 
number have been made in Australia to 
place an exceptional tax on the Cliiiiepc, 
and thus cause them directly to contri- 
bute as much to the revenue as tho whites 
do indirectly. Tho British Government 
has heretofore disallowed the tax; but the 
Royal assent: having been given to the 
Queensland Act indicates another ""new 
departure" in Imperial policy towards its 
Colonies, aad shows that it ia more dis- 
posed than over to allow them to set- 
tle internal alTairs without interfering 
with their legislation. Whenever Im 
perial policy clashes with the good gov- 
ernment of the colonies, we think it sboald 
give way — even should the concession 
involve the framing of a now treaty with 
a Government like that of Ciiina, which 
seems to think that nil treaties are like :l 
jug with the handle on tho .side that is 
turned towards it. This action of the Im- 
perial Government is of much value 
to UB as a Province. Inasmnoh as the 
quartz discoveries at Cariboo are likely to 
attract tho uttoutiou of capitalists, it is of 
importance that our own llcsh and blood 
should have the preference over Chinese 
in any demand for labor that may arise. 
As the Imperial Government has at laiit 
yielded to the pressure of the Queousland- 
ers, th(!y must surely yield to the demand 
of ijiitish Columbians iu tho same direc- 
tion. 

THE GOVERNMENT aUARTZ MIN- 
ING POLICY. 



We have frequently cautioned readers 
against forming delusive anticipations of 
any very large results from tho experi- 
mental quartz crushing at Cariboo. The 
official report is not to hand; but the Alin- 
ing Superintendent was of opinion prior 
to retorting the amalgam that the yield 
would be abptit 811.to the ton. Eleven 
dollars ia not sufficient to pay tho expense 
of taking out aud milling the rock: l)nt it 
is a fair comuioncoiuont. It is 83 per I'^u 
better than tho lionanza mines iu Kovada 
dovelopod from the outcrop, and fihould 
beaccei^tcd as promising far richer ore as 
the miners advance into the lodes. Wo 
are not in ft. position to stato exactly 
what yield per ton would prove profitable 
for working; but we believe that a compa- 
ny operating at Cariboo on rook tliat 
would pay S'iO to tho ton would realize 
handsome dividends. The experimental 
result wo consider favorable, and suffi- 
cient to attract the Ofipital neoeBsary to 
open and prove the Iddies.'^'t^'! ''

A New Feature m Britirfi Journalism. 



(Toronto Globe, Oct. 18.) 

Aci a rule the press of Groat Britain has 
been honorably distinguished_ for the 
avoidance of personal detraction. The 
British journalist has been wont to point 
with a Bolt-oonsciouB superiority in good 
manner's to tho more unrestrained habits 
of his Trausiitlanlic brother. The Eatans- 
will typo of editor, even iu tho provinces, 
was rare, and ill the Metropolis it bad 
scarcely one roproseutalivo. It was for- 
merly urged as an objection to cheap 
journalism that a lower tone would per- 
vade the sheets issued at one penny, than 
tlioao whose respectability was founded 
ou tho"arisiooratic basis of a groat. But 
those evil prodictiona wore, to a largo ex- 
tent, falsified by the result. Tiio cheap 
papers have rivalled their high-prized 
compeers iu enterprise, and have, as a 
rule, sacriiioed nothing iu character in 
order to sooare circulation and populari- 
ty. Public ojiinion, as a whole, has se 
eonded tho aflorts of the proprietors of 
newspapers to maintain a high standard 
in this respect, and juries have seldom 
been found indisposed to punish attacks 
upon individual reputation in any class of 

life.^;:■v::;•: 

But of Iftfo there has bean n change for 
the worac. Sensationalism has come into 
vogiin.aud to supply the demand tluis 
catod the olemeut of slander has been 
more than onoe pretty ireely drawn upon 
Such papers as the World and Truth have 
been established apparently for tho ex- 
press pur]pp86 of providing the public 
appetite witti' this new pabulum. A few 
ilays sinoo wo had tho World's reply to, 
or' rather attack upon, Mr. Bobort Bu 
chauaii, tho Scotch poet, and tho rcput 
ed author of an article iu tbo Conlcmpor- 
aril in which the new style of jourualism 
AViis vigorously assailed. Tho article of 
tho World was probably the coarsest and 
most vulgar composition to which any 
Loudon editor for these fifty years past 
has put his hand. It did not meet Mr. 
Bucliaiiau's argument at all, but it abus- 
ed Mr. Buchanan personally and— speak- 
ing quite literally— filthily. Tho last mail 
from England loaves Truth and the World 
in tho midst of an onslaught upon tbe 
Lovy family, the proprietors of the Daily 
Tdeijrapli. Tho Telegraph had too hasti- 
ly given ciuToucy to a atatemout, forward- 
ed by its correspondent at Constantinople, 
affeotiogsoriouBly the discretion of Mr. 
Gladstone. Nor did tho T'eUfjruph, when 
its error was pbrrected, make tho amende 
so graoofully'and generously as, oonsid- 
oriug it old relations to tho .ex-premier, 
might have been expected. But that real- 
ly alYords no excuse for the -virulent per- 
sonal attack of tho jiapers above-mention- 
ed upon tho Messrs. Levy. The question 
was one that bore, doubtless, upon the 
general interests of journalism. The pro- 
prietors of the Daily Telegraph have often 
been too roady to utilize news of a sensa- 
tional character with little squflamishiicss 
as to its literal accuracy. Still tho of- 
fence referred to was not one that rendsr- 
od it necessary to raise the veil of imper- 
sonality. The offense was the offense of the 
Daily Telegraph, and the censure, if de- 
served, would strike homo far more severe- 
ly in the blow inflicted upon tho influence 
aud rcpufaticiu of tbo paper, than when 
inipossd iu tho shaijo of a violation not 
only of jourualic etiquette, hut of decen- 
cy and propriety. The true and benefi- 
cial effects of the criticism are lost, and 
the world listens to a quarrel between tho 
Levys on the (jiio band, aud editors of the 
World and TrutiL on tho other, people 
abont whom, iu their peraoual relations, 
it cares little or nothing, while tho origi- 
nal offence is overlooked or forgotten al- 
together. , ■'.'O '! 

The misfortune of such coritrove'rsies'iB 
that, once begun, it is hard to tell when 
or where they will end. As a rule, the 
victims of por.-or.al sliinder do wisely to 
lot thcirassailants aloi.o. Only in very 
exceptional cases does a mau who is thus 
assailed gain anything by striking hack 
]3ut flesh an4 blood wonx stand tbe sting 
of the libeller for ever; some vulnerable 
spot is discerned in his armour, and the 
rotort is given, to bo followed by a fresh 
^\;ound njion tho original sufferer. The 
healthy, wholesome influence of journal- 
ism is uulinown where it is made to givo 
place to the unseemly uproar of a news- 
paper Donnybroot. The disorder, too, 
may prove infections and oral oontro- 
verBy, catching tbe contagion, degenerate 
into tbe same low and debased condi- 
tion. 

We do not believe, however, that in 
any intelligent community the profession- 
al slaudorer finds his vocation in the long 
run jn-oiitable. The intrusion of the pub- 
lications MO have ulready referred to in 
London, into 'ho arena of journalism, is 
rather a revival of au effete spocios of 
journalism than tho origination of any 
new idea. And tho introduction of poll 
tical rib-stabhers, for a livelihood, into 
tho arena of Ciimidiau politics, may be, 
and ])robal)ly is, an epidemic thiit 
either exhaust itself or aiiccuinb to hygie- 
nic j)rooautioiis aud troiitin(!nt. Whore 
tho moral ccuidition of society is tolerably 
sound, as it is iu both countries, a reac- 
tion is pretty sure to follow any attempt 
to import unwholsome or dangerous ha- 
bits and practices, and the remedy is not 
long iu pri.'H(!nting itself, whether it be in 
shape of commercial failure iu the one 
ease, or a defeat at tbe polls in the other, 



The Indian Question Explained. 



Editor Colonist: — It is, I believe, ad' 
niitted that I hero may, be -rare oooasion 
when tho pulilio interests allow, and in- 

dood domunil, some li'.tlo deviation from 
tlio wholesome rule that an ofiicor iu Gov- 
ernment emi)loyaiont shail not make 
public comments on work ho is engaged 
in. 

Such au occasion, in my judgment, 
prcsouis itself at tbo present stage of the 
sottlouKiUt of tho Indian land question in 
tho l'i (ivinci). 

Aa the ,)oiut Conuiiissiouer i-opresoutiiig 
both Govormiiituta, aud necessarily ac- 
quainted with tho acts of their respective 
commissioners, and of tho commission os a 
body, dfuiiig a ])eriod of more than a 
year, I iu:iy voiitiiro to say that probably 
"l know a good deal about the question. 

It will not surprise auy well-judging 
inun fauiili ir with the various constitu- 
tional and legal aspects of tho Indian 
question; the unsatisfactory state of con- 
fusion inherited from tho old Colonial 
Government; tho novel conditions conse- 
quorit upon confoderation, together with 
the general bearing ot tho whole question 
upon the aooial, industrial and financial 
interests of tho province generally, and of 
every person in it, if I say that tho Indian 
question overshadows every other prac- 
tical question which we have to deal with 
at tho proH'.uit time. 

Thora I'an bo no Hubstiintial railway 
prugruaa in tho proviuoo until tho Indian 



question is finally and Eatisfaotorily set- 
tled. It is ft vast, intricato problem re- 
quiring for its solntion tho best help 
which cool brains can .ift'ord. 

I regret to have observed lately that 
there has not been, in cortaiu quarters, 
that proper apiireciation of this most 
grave and formidable question which 
could become patriotic and thouglitful 
men. Far be it from me to deprecate just 
and useful criticism founded on knowl- 
edge aud ou^obor views (r.f tho welfare of 
tbe people. But to cry out ii; ij^ui"-"!; ■•> 
of facts and of tho immeiu-o diiUculti(>s 
which, by the wise taoit consent of both 
Governments, imperatively point to a 
speedy compromise as tho onl.y possible 
solution, is very mischievous and dis- 
creditable. I am not permitted to sUy 
much, but as regards lh(3 principloa 
adopted so far iu arranging with tho Iu 
dians I may say that their application will 
pr«dnce results of which neither tho Do- 
minion nor the Province will havo' just 
reason to complain. 

The commissionors have vory earnestly 
and patiently endeavoured to solve tho 
Indian problem, starting from the basis 
of things as they are, and they havo done 
this, not as j)hilauthropists or as legal 
pedants, but as practical men with broad 
sympathies and firm common sense. They 
have tried to calm the minds of tho In- 
dians, aud to giTu thorn enough, but not 
too much, land in a CDUiitr.y iu whicli both 
white settlers and Indians liiivo Id find a 
living by industry and civili/.-'d puranits. 
Whore questions have arisen tho laws of 
the land modified reasonably in their ap- 
plication by tender regard to rural cus- 
toms havo been their guiile. Any other 
principle of action, though loading jkm-- | 
haps to temporary j.iorMinal popularity, 
would disappoiut tho public, tl is to the 
credit of the Province that wljut adverse 
critics might call deliberate aggretsions 
by white men upon Indian lands have 
been rare. Indian encroachments upon 
tho lands of whito men havo boon mor(i 
common, but the occurrenco of Ihcso must 
bo viewed in the light of existing circum- 
stances. 

There havo been some iiiibtakos, some 
small onoroaehmeuts both by Indians and 
whito men, but in these cases generally it 
has been sufilcieut to point out the facts iind 
the law by which the parties mu:,t be 
guided. 

Tho commissionors will be glad if any 
person on tho island or ou tho mainland 
who thinks himself aggrieved by their 
action will complain to the Governmeut, 
and ask the member for his district to 
make enquiry into the facts. It will then 
appear that what I have said above is tho 
truth. Publicity at tho proi>or time w-iU 
correct mischievous talk and mitigate 
vague alarms. 

The oommissiouers, as anybody of com- 
mon sense might know, have uo' power 
wbatsoiaver.to disturb, either white settlors 
or Indian settlers in their legal holdings 
without tJieir full consent, and lluty cer- 
tainly have no desire, and havo not shown 
any desire, to press hardly upon -whito 
men or Indians whoso holdings wero 
found to bo of doubtful legality. They 
rocognise, surely as much asoutsideis, the 
pressing need of that judicious compro- 
mise of troublesome (lUf'stions which 
both Governments sec is tho oul.y way of 
settling them. 

To satisfy everybody is impossible and 
to attempt to do HO would be foolish. It 
is one of the chief evils of onr valuable 
system of popular Government that cool- 
beaded, honest men are liable to be dis- 
turbed by clamour reverberating through 
tho press and in tho conversation of ill- 
informed persons, though proceeding or- 
iginally from one or two uninfluontial 

troi^esi 

I'mention this at present, because some 
wild correspondence and wilder leading 
articles havo appeared in newspajjers late- 
ly based on an assumption tuat tho Cma- 
missioners have been taking away legally 
hold laud from settlers iu the Jvamloop?, 
district. Tho statement is siuqjly with- 
^^nt foundation, as can easily be ascertain- 
ed when the House of Assembly uu alH. 

It would be nearer tho truth to say tha 
a considerable sum has boon spent by tbo 
Commissioners in explaining to tho In- 
dians everywhere that it would be -\vell 
f«r them to withdraw claims which tliey 
firmly made to white men's farms under 
supposed prior grants to thc^Iudi ins from 
the old Colonial Governments, and that it 
was in tbo interest of bnth tlic^ whito and 
the Indian p80j)lo th.it a f.iir cdnipi-omist 
should now bo mad and ai'C'ptod, start- 
ing from the existing bai-is. Tliis, of 
course, causes delay, and delay meaus 
money; but the result will lie worth the 
money. In over.y case, after a free, and 
certainly a full, discussion, i am glad to 
■ay that tho abov» view of tho jiroprioty 
of a general compromise has finally been 
taken by the Indians, Their own rcquir 
ments, afterwards, have been considornl 
on bueinessdiko principles. 

[ will say uo more, for I cannot corr 
j)ond in iiowsiiapors on official bu^iIll' 
but I hope I may be pardoned fcu-diHol 
iug as much aa llie above, in ordrr to give 
the public a little inforniatioii abuut tho 
progress of u work which so luuoh inter- 
ssts them. 

No one could travel, as wfe have done, 
through tho Island and IMainland w ithout 
being struck by the superior oljuraotor of 
the white settlers gonerall.v, and by tho 
capabilities and value of iho luiliim po 
pulation. 

It will be a reward to us if wo should 
Bucceed in iaiproving their mutual rela- 
tions, and in enabling Ihein to live com- 
fortably together.

Cariboo Gold Quartz. 

Mr. John Kurtz has returned from a 
throe months' prospecting tour amidst tho 
quartz veins of Cariboo. B.aving passed 
several years in Nevada as a mine owner 
and superintendent, and having conse- 
quently aoquired much valuable eiper- 
ience in quartz mining, ho gives it as his 
opinion that tho Cariboo district is rich 
in gold quartz, that the veins are better 
defined, us largo and more easily worked 
than those of Nevnel IS, and that tho pre- 
sent grade of ore obtained at Cariboo com- 
pares favoriibly with tho surface ores of 
Nevada. The cost of labor in Cariboo 
will be about the same as in Nevada, with 
tho important difference in favor of Cari- 
boo that the price of wood there will bo 
§1 por cord, whilst in Nevada from $15 to 
S20 per cord is paid. The prospecting 
going on developos mew discoveries every 
day, and the people ore fnlly alive to tbo 
importance of doing all in thoir power to 
open the latent resource. New and val- 
uable esperionco and information are be- 
ing gained every day from the working of 
tho mill, which was in successful opera- 
tion when Mr. Kurtz loft. Mr. Harper's 
knowledge has proveil of groat value to 
tho minors. All the work so far done is 
superfloinl, and until a greater depth is 
attained no very largo results need be 
looked for. Tho forty one tons of rock, 
referred to in our tolegrams to-day, from 
wlii'ih §11 per ton was extracted, wore tak- 
en from the surface. Tho Enterprise 
Company, with their now tunnel, will tap 
tho vein at a depth of several hundred 
feet; some time will be required to reach 
the vein. Tlio most recent dipcovery is a 
vein two feet thick ou Lowhoe Creek, 
whicli shows joiisidoiablo free gold. M.iny 
prospectors are looking for gold-bearing 
(luartz reefs, .similar to tho^o found in 
Australia, nmler tho natural :nii)position 
that the source of tho gold found in Wil- 
liam and adjacent creeks must exist in tho 
veins. On Stout Gulch pieces of quartz 
wore found which would support the 
theory that the ledge cannot be far from 
that vicinity; so, also, on Lowhee Creok; 
tho gold found the to seems to have been 
quite recently detached from the quartz.

A Bill to amend 'tho Goldfields Act, 
1874,' so fur as relates to the Asiatic and 
Africru Aliena and in other respects. 

Whereas g^reat expense is incurred 
in maintainiug order on tbo Goldfields 
in consequeueo of the prosenoe of 
largo numbers of Asiatic aliens thereon, 
and it is desiriiblo to discourage the 
immigration of such aliens and their 
employment in gold mining, and 
for that purpose to amend 'The 
Goklfields Act, 1874,' so far ns the 
samo relates (o tho issue of miners' 
rights and business licences to Asiatic 
and African aliens, and in other re- 
spects. Be it tnerefore enacted by 
the Quoou's Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with tho advice and consent of 
the LegiKlnlivo Council and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of C^uoeiislaud iu Par- 
Itainout assembled, and by tho author- 
ity of the samo, aa follows: — 

1. Tho su n payable by an Asiatic or 
African alien for a miner's right shall 
shall be three pounds, and for a busi- 
ness license shall be ton pounds, for 
each year during which the same is to 
be iu force, instead of ten shillings 
and four pounds respectively, as by 
tho said recited Act is provided. 

" And no miaers's right oa business 
licence shall hereafter be issued to 
any such alien except on pajment of 
such sums as aforesaid respectively. 

" 2. Any person who shall be found 
mining or carrying on business on any 
gold field not having in his possession 
a miner's right or busiuess licence law- 
fully issued to him, 

" And any peraon who shall upon any 
goldfield employ in mining any parson 
who baa not in bis possession a minor's 
right lawfully issued to him, 

" Shall on conviction thereof forofeit 
and pay a sura not exceeding livepounds, 
and in default of immediate payment the 
amount of such penalty shall be levied 
liy distress and nalo of tho goods and 
chattels of the ofTender, and in default of 
such distress, oi if suflicient distress bo 
not found, the otleuder shall bo liable to 
ho imjjrisoned, with or without hard la- 
hour, for auy period not exceeding three 
months. 

" 3. In any prosecution for any oflfence 
against the provisions of^ this Act tho 
averment in tlio information that 
any person named therein had not in his 
liossossion at the timp of the alleged of- 
fence a miner's right or business licence 
lawfully issued to him shall be sufficient 
proof that suoh person had not snob mi- 
ner's right or bnsiness licence, unless the 
defendant shall prove tho contrary. 

" 4. Auy information for any oDfouce 
against this Act way be heard and deter- 
mined by any Warden or any two Justi- 
ces of the Poitco, and any such Warden 
or Justices may bear and determine the 
same in a stimmary mannerat any place 
where an oiTcndor shall be found witbin 
the limits of any goldfiold. 

'•5, This Act shall bo styled and may 
bo cited as 'The Qoldflelda Act Amend- 
ment Aot of 1877.'"

A very sad story comes to us from 
Bohtak, in the Punjaub. The Deputy 
Commissioner, F. 13. Moore, a gentle- 
man greatly liked and respected, and 
one of the very few members of tho 
Uucovenanted Service who have over 
attained that rank, was sleeping on a 
chabutra, or raised platform of brick- 
work, to avoid the excessive heat in- 
doors. A punkah bad been fitted up 
over his head, which a coolie seated on 
tho ground wns mechanically pulling. 
A police sentry was patrolling the 
grounds, and everything looked secure 
and peaceful. 

What followed is not a bad illustra- 
tion of our position iu India. The 
sahib was sound asleep, the servant 
was nodding at his work, tho sentry 
had strolled round to the other side of 
the house. It was four in tho morning 
and daylight was about to dawn. At 
that moment a man stole .stealthily 
from behind a thick hedgo, rushed at 
the sleeper, and with a woodman's ax 
struck him two terrific blows, buo ou 
his back and tho other ou his neck. 
The OC^plie^ starting up iu afright, 
clamored for help, 'rho policeman and 
a domestic servant ran up on the iu- 
staut, and knocked down the murdoror, 
and beat him till lie was iuseusiblo. 
The European doctor was twenty miles 
away fi'om tho station, loking after 
some dispensaries; but his native as- 
sitaut sowed up the wounds, and pro- 
bablj' did all that could bo dono. Mr. 
Moore remained iiiicoiiBoiouB to tho 
last, and died about twelve liour.4 after- 
ward. 

Tho murderer is described as a quiet, 
inoffonsivo man,., a retired constable, 
living in his native village with his 
father and brother. The latter do- 
posed that he and his brother had gone 
out early to cut brambles. After thoy 
had walked some distauco L'mar Sing 
remarked that he must kill somebody. 
His brother trieclvto dissuade, and was 
knocked'down for his pains. On re- 
covering his senses ho ran after Uniiir 
Sing, but overtook him only iu time 
to see him iu the hanilH of tho police 
sentry. The talo is open to suspicion; 
and it is reported, though not proved, 
that the deceased had\reJeote(d a peti- 
tion for a particular clivision of some 
land in which the father and sons wore 
interested — a trivial motivo, ouo would 
think, but, like Mercutio's wound, it 
-would Buffioe.''-^Pall Mall G-azette.

Qth, the jury in' 
the case of James A. and Ohristina Bliss, 

claiming to bo spiritualistic mediums, 
charged with a conspiracy to defraud, 
being unable to agree, were discharged 
that (Monday) morning, after having had 
tlie case aiaco tho preceding Saturday. 
The following sentence from the charge 
of Judge Briggs, on giving.the case to the 
jury, will bo read with interest: 

"Religious opinion is a man's own pro- 
perty, and ho should bo protected in it. 
Spiritualism is not before you. The sole 
question is, have Mr, and Mrs. Bliss, by 
means of thoBO exhibitions, defrauded 
their victims? If so, thoy are guilty, even 
if those victims do bolievo in Spiritualism. 
Spiritualists arc entitled to protection 
fro-ji impostors. If you are satisfied that 
tho visitors at those seances were duly in- 
formed that they were simply exhibitions, 
and that no claim was made that the pow- 
ers exercised \Yero supernatural, then thu 
defendants are not guilty. It is not a 
question whether Spritualism is true or 
not but whether the expedients resorted 
to by the defendants wora true or not. 
This spiritualistic belief is just as preci- 
ous to tho believers in it as yours is to 
you. It is not to bo ridiculed by the 
skeptic. Th(!ro are people iu the oom- 
muuity who believe in it who ars sincere 
men, and I wojild no more donoiuice 
Si)iritualism than I would Catbolioism, 
Protestantism or Judaism. It is said that 
there are 5,000,000 Spiritualists m tbo 
United States. If it is so, thes-o numbers 
make it respectable, and therefore thoy 
should bo protected from the impostor. 

"Boliaviocf that there , was a ^ medium 
who possessed the power to bring back 
the spirit of a dead relative, would yoii 
not give the world to get itiformation 'i 
would, though I do not by any means sny 
tlutt is my belief. If [ did I would inves- 
tigate it to the furthormostoiteut. Ridi 
cule should not stop me. I refer to it to 
show the enormity of the orime" thesd' da 
fendants have committed. If you find them 
guilty. Tho man or woman, or body of 
men, who could commitlhia crime, siiould 
receive no cousidoralion of palliating cir- 
cuinslance.". This subject has command 
ed tho attention of tho world. Judge Ed 
mondfi, with manly independence, de- 
clined a ro-noinination as judge rather 
than sacriticn his spiritunlistio belief. Sen- 
ator Tallinadgo, from Now York State, 
was as siiici^ro as uny of us can be. Ro- 
bert Dale Owen was" a thorough believer. 
The late Prof. Hall publicly proclaimed 
bis belief in it. Wte all rospeot thoso men, 
and it would not do to ridicule such a be- 
lief." 

In oonoluding his charge, Judge Briggs 
said he would rather be denounced and 
be right than to reo«iv)» the applause of 
ih* univems,
